Gormany, chastened 
but not killed, is setting to work, 
and she has a one-third advantage 
over us by reason of the exchange. 
If we do not speedily make up 
our minds to work and sate, we 
shall inevitably “lose the peace.” 
I write without bias, as one 
whose business it is to know the 
conditions of the world’s trade, 
and my warning is addressed not 
to any one class but to all. There 
is no hope for the nation except 
through the re-estsblisbmsnt. of 
that world trade in which, before 
the war, it was supreme.

ARCHITECTS’ PROTEST. 
A New Ordinance Criticised. 


The forthcoming meeting at tte 
Legislative “Coonsil wilh it 
is thought, be marked. by 
considerable discussion on the 
Bill jntituled Ordinance 
to amend further the 
He Health and Buildings 
Ordinance. the secand read- 
ing of which was postponed 
as the last meeting in con- 
sequence of representations by 
the archiectectural body of 
tha Colony. One of the: main 
features of the new hill 
is to provide for the resump- 
tion of the existing scavenging 
lanes by” the Government 
as crown. land, and to 
further enforce the tule that 
one third of a building site should 
be set aside for ventilation space, 
in addition to the scavenging 
lanes. The proposed measure 
bas raised considerable opposition 
from builders and landlords, and 
a committee, which has baen 
appointed by tbe ° Chinese 
Chamter of Commerce to ip- 
vestigate the merits of the 
Bill, will in the course of 
a few days submit to that 


administrator. No news has 
been received by Far Eastern 
branch Managers as to what will 
be done, but there is just the 
possibility that the Bank will be 
continued. Definite news to such 
an affect would came as a verit- 
able god-send tothe many amalt 
depositors. The Chinese Legation 
at Paris has b2en at some pains to 
explain its attitude, but seeing that 
one-third of the capital is subscrib- 
ed by the Chinesa Government the 
position of our Chinese friends 
is not quite so disinterested 
as they would make it appear. 
We have received a letter 
from a8 correspondent who is 
anxious to point out that last 
January « printed notice was 
very conspicuously posted in the 
local offices of the Bank stating 
that the credit of France was one 
and the same thing as the credit 
of French financial’ institutions 
and was no; to be separated from 
them. This was designed to 
restore Confidence in the jostitu- 
tion and he very pertinently asks 
why itis that the French Govern- 
mont hes suddenly withdrawn its 
suppor from the Banque Indas- 
trielle and allowed it to close ita 
doors, “Is it” he asks, “because 
France intends to break ' the 
asaurance given only a few 
months ago, or because she haa 
lost all her credit”? There are 
8 lot of other pecple in the Colony 
asking a similar question and are 
wondering why itis that a Baok 
which was so heartily financing 
French industrial interests in the 
Far East was a!lowed to go to the 
wall for the want of generous and} 
prompt assistance on the part of 

other Parisian, banking institu.

Australian Steamer

Co-incident with the announce- 
ment made by the newly organised 
Chungwha Navigation Co., Ltd., 
yesterday afternoon that the 
steamer Hwah Ping will be the 
pioneer vessel. in its service to 
the West Coastof South America, 
it became known in shipping 
circles in Hongkong that the 
China-Australia Mail Steamship 
Co., Ltd., will withdraw the Hwab 
Ping fromthe Anstralian trade. 

It was stated that the business 
being done at present between 
Ching and Australia is in- 
sufficient to make it profitable to 
keep a vessel of the size the 
Hwah Ping in the service. Tha 
chatter of the ship from the 
Chineso Governmont had ox- 
pited and considering the poor 
condition of the trade—both pas- 
senger and cargo—it was decided 
not to charter the steamer for a 
further period. Later, perbaps, 
another vessel will be placed in 
the run io conjunction with the 
Victoria, a’ mach smaller sbip, 
than the Hwah Ping. 

The Hwah Ping will arrive at 
Hongkong on July 20 from 
Australian ports. She was for- 
merly the Austrian Lloyd steamer 
Bohemia and was seized by the 
Chinese Government .on the 
declaration of war. Her gross 
tonnage is 4284.

Dr. Jacks Replies to Dean Inge. 


Christianity. declared Dr. L. P. 
_ Jacks, the editor of the Hibbert 
Journal delivering the Essex Hall 
Lecture, was the most engross- 
ing, the most joyous, the least 
repressive, and the Yeast fozbid- 
diog of all the religions of man- 
kind. . 

Dr. Jacks, who took as his sub-- 
ject. “The Lost Radiance of the! 
Christian Religion,” said there , 
was po other religion that throw 
off the burden of life, escaped from 
sad and persive moods and wel- 
comed to its bosom with so warm , 
an enbrace those things of beauty 
which were joys for ever. 

It had some arduous phases, 
but at the end of it all was the 
resurrection and not & burial—a 
festival and not a foneral,an as- 
cent into the heights and not a 
lingering in the depths. The 
Christian religion was not more 

. poignantly yavealed than in the 
Parable of the Prodigal Son. 

In discussing the religious 
needs of young people they 
were tempted, he said, to 
regatd Christianity as. though 
it was = religion of old 
people, which had to be adapted 
to the mind of the young. It 
would be nearer the truth if they 
‘regarded Christianity as original- 
ly .a religion of young people 
which bad lost a good deal of its 
savour by being adapted to the 
needs and minds of the old. 


TRUE AND FALSE. 


The chief difference between 
the ‘original as they found itin 
tha New- Testament, and the 
form-with which they were fami- 
liar in their own time, was that 
the modern version had lost the 
note of ercouragement and ac- 
qaired that note of repressio’ 
which bad-no place in the “good 
news” of Christ,

stated, tbe most .cerious of al 
was not to be fousd is any toss 
of the doctrines that had gone 
wrong; but rather in a loss of 
brightness and radiant energy 
-and in the tendency to revort to 
much colder.conceptions of .God, 

- of man, -and--of. the. world than 
those which were congenial’ to 
the mind of Christ. ’ 

~ “The Dean of St. Paut's,” said 
.. Drdacks, “has recently ‘stated 


that the problem of bumac 
government still remains unsol- 
ved, for in and by itself it is in- 
soluble. 
_ “Et becomes soluble only when 
planed in strict subordination to 
other questions that are far more 
vital than itself. : 

“Treat man after the mind of 
Christ, as a being whose first 
need is for light, and whose 
second need is for government, 
and sou will find tbat as his need 
for light is progressively satisfied 
his need for government will 
progressively diminish. 

“That is the only solution of 
tha problem of Government.”

Qur special corresvondent at 

Canton writes us to-day as fol: | 
lows regarding the fiehting 
between the Two Kwanga ;— 
_ On bearing a report that Lo 
Ting Ghow haa been captured by 
the Kwangsi troops, and that the 
rotreat of the Cantonesa troops 
on the west river iain danger of 
being cut off, four battalions of 
aoldiers have been dispatohed by 
way of Fungohuen and Tack 
Hing to re-captura the city. 
Commanders have been instruct- 
ed to olearoat the enemy from 
that region as soon as possible. 

An official report from Wuchow 
atates that the Cantonese troops, 
after capturing Shunda are 
proparing to attack Hoksin. 

A large quantity of munitions 
ordered by the present gorern- 
mest has attived by a foreign 
ateamer now anchored outside 
Whanipo, It is being transferred 
tothe arsenal by jonks under tho 
escort af police boats. . -

that owing to the doubtful 
attitude of the Yuoran troops in 
Luichow the Government is 
hesitating to supply them with 
more amrounition, lest it would 
benefit the enemy.

4 saw them enter here; there 
were some two thousand of them 
—a masa of aun baked humanity, 
some of them as black as niggers. 
They were under strict discipline, 
there was scarcely a word t> be 
heard amongstthem. ‘There was 
no blowing of trompets and they 
showed uo signs that they were 
co ors. They appeared as 
t'pugh thoir task was 
only balf finished. They were 
well supplied with one man 
machine guns wich were 
perfectly new in appearance. 
They had jast finished = day's 
merch of 26 miles. 


On their approach to Pakhoi 
ellthe Kwangtung troops with- 
drew is warships and Chinese 
jonks. All Kwangtung police 
and other anthoritias have dis- 
appeared, and the invasion of this 
part of the Kwangtung province 
ia complete. 

Last year when the Kwangsi 
troops invaded this territory thoir 
sole object was loot. On this 
_ occasion loot is not their object. 
On their bitter fight down from 
the border no losting or any other 
such practices have been indulged 
in. 

The latest news to hand is that 
four Chinese gun boats are off 

' the’ coast here, and that troops 
are arriving from Canton. A 
tadding is expected somewhere 
round about Pakhoi, and sea- 
plates are, it is said, preparing to 
bémb the place. -So far there is 
no evidance of thess movements.
